They say there’s nothing new under the 
sun, and the more I learn about the fasci- 
nating history of our country, the more 
sure I am that this is true. We think of 
ourselves as so advanced that no civiliza- 
tion has ever equalled our present one. But 
the interesting fact is that our “modern” 
method of preserving history for the future 
is very much the same as the methodised 
by the 0 jibway Indians before the white 
men came to America. 

You’ve all heard of “Time Capsules,” 
those metal and concrete containers which 
are filled with the. products and culture of 
our generation and then buried deep in the 
ground for future generations, so they can 
know what life was like in the U.S.A.-1960. 
Well, this idea isn’t new. The Ojibways 
preserved their history for us in much the 
same way. 

Records were made by painting picto- 
graphs on bark and board plates. These 
were then taken, by the wise men of the 
tribe, to a secret place in the forest, where 



they were placed in a large, hollow’ log, 
sealed with gum or pitch, and then buried 
in a deep hole in the ground. Every fifteen 
years, the wise men returned to’ the spot 
in the forest and added new records' to 
the old ones. The Ojibway continued this 
practice for hundreds of years. Finally, 
our modern scholars translated their picto- 
graphic records into the history books we 
read todajs
